Washingion, May 7.—(Special.)}\—An error 
in The congressional Record the other day 
made a line read that C. H. J. Taylor, the 
ex-Atlanta negro, was confirmed by the 
senate as recorder of deeds of the District 
of Columbi. Of course it was corrected, but 
now Taylor is setting up a claim that this 
gives him the office, and he has demanded 
of Secretary Hoke Smith his commission, 
Naturally the demand was laughed at, but 
it goes to show that Taylor is not backward 
about making claims. 

The senate spent all its time in executive 
session today, wrangling over treaties with 
China and Russia, The tariff amendments 
are all ready to be reported tomorrow, 
and the senate should go on with the tariff 
bill, but it may not. Some senators seem to 
want to hold it back still longer. They may 
not have disposed of all their holdings of 
stock, However,-the great mass of demo- 
cratic senators are very tired of delay and 
want to rush the bill to a final vote. 

To Head Off the Sugar Men. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of the ways and means 
committee, this morning introduced in the 
house a resolution calling upon the commit- 
tee on rules to report a rule making it in 
omer to amend any yeneral appropriation 
bill so as to reduce or repeal the bounty 
and the tariff on- sugar, or either of them. 
Such an order will be made and adopted, 
and by it the Louisiana senators will be 
placed hors du combat. With the present 
pounty law repealed they will be willing 
to take what they can get. Recently they 
have been making threats to defeat the 
bill, as they would rather have the bounty 
than a duty. But the proposed action will 
gcotch their game. 

As to the Income Tax. 

It has been decided by the leaders of the 
house that that body will continue on ap- 
propriation bills this week and get them 
all out of the way. 

Then, on next Tuesday week, the bill to 
repeal] the tax on state banks is to be taken 
up and pushed to a vote. Perhaps the en- 
tire week will be devoted to debate upon 
it. Almost every southern democrat, as 
WéH @ xany western Ones, want~to-speak 
in favor of it; and a large number of re- 
publicans want time to speak in opposition. 

The chances of the passage of this bill 
appear to be better now than at any time 
since congress met, The southern members 
are doing some vigorous lobbying with their 
eastern and western colleagues for it. 

Mr. Swanson, of Virginia, who is working 
earnestly for it, s@ys he is confident of 
140 votes for an unconditional repeal bill. 
He believes a large number of members 
who would feel compelled to vote against 
the measure will be willing to remain si- 
lent. In that event, he says, an affirmative 
vote of. 140 will certainly result in the 
passage of the measure. 

Whether thirty or forty members will con- 
sent to dodge remains to be seen. Ha@wever, 
the chances of the passage of the bill are 
wood now, though no one is enthusiastic 
enough to claim that its passage is as- 
sured. 

This bill out of the way the house will 
have little else to do. It is far ahead of 
the senate in its tranactions of business. 
Could the senate catch up congress would 
adjourn in twenty days. The house can fin- 
ish its business in three weeks. ‘then, how- 
ever, the indications are that it will have to 
stack its arms‘and wait upon the senate. 

In the event the senate finishes the tariff 
bill by the ist of June there is hv reason 
why congress should not adjourn by the 
4th of July. , 
It Means n Democratic House. 

Such an eariy adjournment wouid surely 
result in the next house being democratic, 
about which some doubts have been expyess- 
ed. Of cuurse the republicans will attempt 
to prevent it. They Know a long Session has 
a bad effect upon the party in power. But 
way trey 
cannot. The senate can rush through appro- 
priation bills at Nancy Hanks speed and 
.business could soon be brought to a close. 

Democratic representatives are earnestly 
working to this end. Every man of them 
wants to get home. Many are opposed for 
renomin:ition and letters to their constit- 
Uwits ewe not ilke personal interviews. 

Take th: Georgia representatives, for in- 
stance. Muny of them are opposed for re- 
nomination and several of them are in great’ 
danger of defeat. Could they get home their 
chances would be much better. 

Such men as Judge Lawsvun, Colonel Caba- 
niss and Mr. Moses, who already have vig- 
orous opposition for the nomination, feel 
that they might win out could they go home. 
But they cannot leave while congress is in 
Session. 

Colonel Ben Russell fears he may have 
Opposition if he cannot get home. And Ma- 
jor Black, who is again to be opposed by 
Tom Watson, would like to be in Georgia 
stumping his district. 

But none of the Georgiuns will leave 
here for any length of time while congress 
ig in session.

A NEW PRINTING HOUSE 


Discussed by the Representatives in 
the House Yesterday. 

Washington, May7.—I'he amended New 
York and New Jersey bridge bill was passed 
undér suspvension of the rules. 

An -order was reported from the com- 
mittée on rules by Mr. Catchings “that this 
day be assigned to the consideration of 
house bill’ 5483, a bill for the erection of a 
government printing office, and senate bill 
22, a bill for the erection of a hall of rec- 
ords in the city of Washingtcn, this order 
to continue, subject after today to the con- 
sideration of the general appropriation bills, 
from day to dey until said hills ere disposed 
ox,’* 

The order was agreed to without objec- 
tion. 

The house res(@ved itself‘into a committee 
of the whole, Mr. Bynum in the chair, anc 
took up the bill for the building of a govy- 
ernment printing office. The bill appropri- 
ates $300,000 to buy the square north of the 
capitol and adjoining the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad station, and authorizes the 
erection of a substantia! and fireproof build- 
ing at a cost not exceeding $1,500,000. 

Mr. Bankhead then endeavored to obtain 
unanimous consent to limit general debate, 
but was unsuccessful. To overcome this he 
moved that the committee rise, which was 
agreed to. 

While the house was in session Mr. Pat- 
terson, of Tennessee, reportei from the 
committee on elections its conclusions in 
the case of P. H. Thrasher, contestant for 
the seat from the eignth Tennessee district, 
occupied by Mr. Enloe, in favor of the con- 
testee. The~'minerity gf the committee, 
through Mr. McCall, submitted their views 
to the contrary. 

The republicans desired that general le- 
bate on the printing office bill should run 
today, at least, without limit, but Mr. 
Bankhead declined and moved that the 
house resolve itself into committee of the 
whole for further consideration of the bill 
pending, which he moved that general de- 
bate be restricted to two hours. Thereupon 
the republicans manifested a disposition to 
filibuster, and Mr. Bankhead yielded to the 
solicitations of his democratic “Associates 
and modified his motion so as to permit 
two and a half hours debate to the oppo- 
nents of the bill, the friends of the bill to 
take an hour with the option of two and a 
half hours if desired. 

This was agreed to and the discussion 
proceeded in committee of the whole. The 
discussion tock in a good many subjects be- 
sides a site for a public building in Wash- 
ington, the tariff bill, the silver question, 
the issue of bonds, etc., and continued un- 
til 5:15 o’clock p. m., when the committee 
arose and the house adjourned until noon 
tomorrow.

Breckinridge Speaks te Greater Audiences 
Than Ever Before, 


HE DENOUNCES THE “MINISTERS 


All Who Demand Decency in Public

SETTLE MAKES THE OLD MAN WINCE.

Paris, Ky., May 7.—Five thousand people 
crowded around the courthouse of this 
little city today to hear W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge speak. He had come -up on the 
invitation of 400 of his followers, whe were 
the first to send him a cheering word dur- 
ing his recent trial. Of this immense au- 
dience fully 3,000 crowded into the court- 
house and took in every word he said, while 
the otRers, like an animated wali, got as 
close as they could, and cheered wildly at 
every opportunity. 

Colonel Breckinridge arrived from Lex- 
ington with some 600 others early in the 
morning and without straining the truth in 
the slightest it must be said he was ac- 
corded. an ovation. 

Breckinridge’s speech was much the same 
as thai delivered at Lexington Saturday, 
but was much bolder, showing plainly that 
he feels encouraged and more certain. of 
his footing.

The iron 
and glass schedules have been overhauled 
and changes demanded by manufacturers

THE TOURISTS RESCUED. 


A Diver Locaté& the Imprisoned Tour- 
ists—Terrible Suffering. 

Gratz, Austria, May 7.—A diver at 10:30 
o'clock this morning succeeded in reaching 
the party of tourists who have been im- 
prisoned in the stalactite cavern at Souriach 
for nine days past, owing to a sudden rise 
in the water and the fact that the passage 
into the cave became blocked with timber 
and bowlders. 

The diver found all seven of the tourists 
alive. It was at first believed that eight 
people were imprisoned. 6 

The unfortunate cave expivfers presented 
a ghastly spectacle as they were brought 
into daylight, so weak from exhaustion that 
they were barely alive. The church bells 
of the village of Lugloch rang out joyous 
peals, and the diver, to whose efforts the 
rescue is due, was carried on the shoulders 
of the villagers. The rescued tourists are

MACHINERY IS TOTALLY WRECKED. 


Freight Cars Are Blown to Pieces 
and Others Sent Wild. 


TRO@PS ARE ORDERED UNDER ARMS, 


Governor Jones Asks the Leaders to 
Assist in Maintaining Law and Order. 
They Make Vague Answer. 


Birmingham, Ala., May  7.—(Special.)— 
Continued threats by striking miners have 
been made for some time against those 
who are now working and against all op- 
erators‘who have been trying to break the 
big strike by putting into the mines negro 
labor. At an early hour this morning these 
threats were carried into effect. An arm- 
ed mob of about two hundred supposed 
strikers assembled at Horse Creek and be- 
gan the destruction of mine property gen- 
erally. The mob first went to Price’s mines, 
which have been working at the union 
rate, and placed dynamite in the boilers 
and among the machinery as v@ll as in the 
head of the slopes. This was touched off, 
and everything in sight was a complete 
wreck. The engines were torn up and the 
mines blocked by the explosion of the dyna- 
mite. 

Then the strikers went to a sidetrack, 
where there were several cars loaded with 
coal. These too were given dynamite and 
were torn up. Another string of cars was 
turned loose down a heavy grade and they 
were wrecked. They then proceeded to 
the Vicot mines, where the scalehouse was 
oiled and fired. ; 

All this time dozens of volleys by the 
riotous miners were being fired and not a 
single person would venture out. The rea- 
son that no people were killed is that none 


interfered with the miners. The mob left 
coming eastward, but quickly dispersed. 
Sheriff Gatterie, of Walker county, has 
called upon Sheriff Morrow for assistance, 
and in view of this "Governor Jones has 
placed the militia at his disposal. Special 
deputies were sent to Horse Creek to quell 
any further disturbance, for it is thought 
that the mob was formed of Horse Creek 


miners. 

Late this afternoon a mass of strikers 
was seen in the woods near Little Warrior, 
and it is thought that the mines at that 
place will be attacked tonight. At Pratt 
mines it is feared that these depredations 
will be repeated, thé stockades torn down 
and the convicts liberated. This place is 
under a heavy guard. The situation is ex- 
ceedingly serious and this seems to be only 
the beginfiing ef what has long been ex- 
pected. The miners are all hungry and are 
expected to do anything reckless at any 
time. Arrangements have been made for 
special trains to transport state troops to 
any place that a riot may occur. Around 
nearly all the mines where negro labor is 
employed many stragglers, who look sus- 
picious, have been seen all day, and biood- 
shed may be the result. 

A benefit amateur performance is being 
given the strikers at O’Brien’s tonight, and 
all day the streets have been paraded by a 
hungry-looking set. 

Negroes Arrive at Patton. 

A special from an Age-Herald staff corre- 
spondent at Patton, Ala., says: “On the 
Commercial Club express, leaving Birming- 
ham at 4:45 o’clock this afternoon, were 
eighteen negro miners from Gadsden on 
their way to Patton mines to go to work. 
At Coalburg, Brookside, Cardiff, Pinkney, 
Little Warrior, Blossburg and Hewitt idle 
miners were at the stations, all wanting 
the latest news from other portions of the 
country. Blossburg is only a quarter of a 
mile from Pinkney. At the latter place three 
white miners got on the train and seeing 
the negro miners going to Patton jumped 
off at Blossburg, notifying a crowd of sev- 
enty-five miners to try to get the negroes 
off the train. The conductor seeing trouble 
impending pulled the bell rope and the train 
moved out rapidly. 6 

“Tt was then feared that the miners would 
telegraph ahead to Patton Junction and 
cause trouble when the attempt was made 
to take the negroes to the mines. At Pat- 
ton Junction the train switched off and ran 
to Patton mines, one mile distant, before 
anything could be done. 

“At the mines the negroes were received 
with cheers from all the miners who are 
still at work. AW is quiet at Patton. About 
eighty men are at work. "Those who have 
quit had no grievance, some of them going 
out through sympathy and others from fear. 
-It is the intention of the Patton operators 
to protect, at all hazards, all their men who 
want to work. It is reported here tonight 
that an attempt will. be made to prevent 
the Gadsden negroes from going to work 
tomorrow, but no importance is attached 
to the report.’’ | 


KEEPING THE WIRES HOT. 


Governor Jones Has a Great Problem 
to Handle. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 7.—(Special.)—Goy- 
ernor Jones is in constant telegraphic com- 
munication with the cénstabulary and mili- 
tary at Birmingham and Jasper. Every 
movement of the strikers is reported to him. 
The governor is exceedingly anxious to pre- 
serve the peace. He will not say, “Hi on!’ 
to the military until he is forced to. He 
wired the executive committee of the min- 
ers this morning calling their attention to 
the fact that the state had ample power 
to punish the offenders, but that their co- 
operation would be of great service in locat- 
ing the guilty parties and preventing a 
repetition of the ravages. The governor ex- 
piained o the committee that they owed it 
to the state authorities who had trusted 
them and to the cause in which they were 
engaged, to denounce the outrage. 

Their reply was rather disappointing to 
him. They wired back that they would 
write. The governor today wired Sheriff 
Guttery at Horse creek that he had offered 
a reward of $400 for the conviction of the 
guilty parties and a posse should be organ- 
ized to hunt them down. The governor 
said he could furnish the sheriff with all 
the assistance he needed. It rather looks 
like trouble at this end.

The courtroom 
was filled to its full capacity by spéctators, 
The trio of defendants came into court 
promptly and took their accustomed seats. 
The proceedings were opened by Mr. Hy-. 
man, in argument for the defense, who said 
that he would prove by prominent citigens 
that the arrest of,the defendants was one 
or the most brutal affairs ever heard of, 
witnesses who will testify to the action of 
the police in the use of their clubs, not only 
upon the defendants, but upon others not 
connected to show by unquestioned proof 
that a conspiracy existed for the conviction 
of the defendants. 


The Leager Testifies. 

After several witnesses were examined te 
show that Coxey did not trample on the 
grass Coxey was called in his own defense, 
In the course of his testimony he stated 
that, according to the prozgrammé, the 
march was te be on the north side of the 
capitol, but they were under the lead of the 
police, and if the army had not been escert- 
ed to the south side of the grounds the mis- 
demeanor might never have been com:

A Swindling Trick Nipped in the Bud by 
4 Colambus Firm, 


THE TOWN IS INFESTED BY A GANG. 


Detectives Find Many Forgeries, but No 
Forgers—An Attempt Made to Set 
the City on Fire. 


Columbus, Ga., May 7,—(Special.)—There 
are some smart forgers in Columbus who 
have been attempting to work the town for 
the past week. Their methods are out of the 
usual order of those generally empkyed 
by the professional forger and their plans 
are so ingeniously urranged that the yolice 
have about conciuded that theic apprehen- 
sion is an impossibility. During last wect 
several orders for goods were presented to 
various merchants of the city. As each was 
made payable to bearer and contained the 
name of some responsible citizen, they were 
in some cases filled. Last Saturday right an 
order for a large amount of goods was 
presented to Mitchell & Nuckolls: The bear- 
er of the order was a little negro toy and 
as the name to it was not one wf treir 
customers, Mitchell & Nuckoll hesitated 
in filling it. The boy stated thit the paper 
was given tc him by a man whom ne said 
was up the street waiting for his return. 

The boy did not know the man and was 
evidently innocent of any crookedness in the 
transaction. That the order was a forgery 
was very clear and the firm went to work to 
discover the forger. The goods were de- 
livered to the boy and an officer followed 
him to the place where he said he was 
instructed to return. To the disappointment 
of the boy and surprise of the officer, there 
was no one about the appointed place. The 
order was placed in the hands of a detec- 
tive, who has discovered a number of sim- 
ilar ones in various parts of the city, each 
bearing the signature of different persons 
written in the same handwriting. 

Last night an effort was made by incen- 
diaries to burn two stores and a residence 
in this city. Fortunately the fires were dis- 
covered and extingtthed befor® much 
damage was done.

DOCK ALMON CONVICTED. 


Indicted for Murger—Found Guilty of 
Voluntary Manslaughter. 
Carroliton, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—Dock 
‘(lmon, who for .the past eightdays has 
been on trial for killing Jordan @hambers. 
on the night of November 20, 1898, was found 
guilty of voluntary manslaughter. The two 
men had been considered good friends and 
the trial did not develop the cause of the 
killing. In all there were about two hun- 
dred witnesses examined. These witnesses 
were from Heard and Haralson counties, 
Georgia, and some from Alabama. . They 
were introduced to prove the character of 

Tom Chapel and others. 

Being sick Almon has not been sentenced, 
His attorneys have made a motion for a 
new trial. 

Luna Dale, one of the principal witnesses 
in the Almon-Chambers murder case was 
arrested and lodged in jail yesterday 
charged with perjury. 

Dale swore at the inquest that Almon 
killed Chambers without cause.

His bond 
was fixed at $1,500.

NO ONE SAW HIM DIE. 


Professor Ben Dillon’s Death Is a 
Mystery to All. 


CHEMICAL POISONING 18 FEARED. 


An Analysis Is Being Made—Physicians 
Say It Was Not a Natural Death—A 
Murder Trial On at Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)}—The 
Cause of the sudden death of Professor 
Ben F. Dillon, principal of the Central 
Grammar school, who, after being missed 
from home a day, was found dead at his 
Schoolroom on Sunday afternoon, is still 
&@ conjecture. The autopsy has not yet 
been completed. It is suggested by some 
that Professor Dillon’s death was the re- 
sult of some kind of an explosion of the 
Chemicals. The professor was much given 
to experimenting with different acids and 
liquids. In the absence of any other ex- 
planation, this one is volunteered and ac- 
cepted by some. There is intense interest 
to know the exact cause of his death. The 
physicians who were with him before he 
died could discover no cause for death, nor 
was any cause discovered in the autopsy of 
the brain, lungs and heart. Several of the 
physicians, however, are pronounced in the 
opinion that death did not result from nat- 
ural causes. This -strange mystery 1s the 
talk of the town. The stomach and a glass 
of liquid, presumably water, found in a 
desk near Mr. Dillon, were this morning 
turned over to the coroner to be sent to 
Dr. Backman, chemist, at the Georgia 
Chemical works, to analyze, The examina- 
tion will take several days. No one has 
been found who saw Professor Dillon be- 
tween 1 o’clock Saturday and the time he 
was found in the Central grammar _ school. 
Some gentlemen who wished to see him 
Saturday afternoon went to his office at 
the school at 4 o’clock and finding the door 
locked, climbed up on the window ledge 
and looked in. They could plainly see the 
desk and chair where he was found, but 
he was not there, and that was after Pro- 
fessor Neely saw him enter the school. 
Sunday afternoon the case in which Pro- 
fessor Dillon kept his chemicals was found 
open. The key was in it, but there was no 
evidence that he had been experimenting. 
Professor Dillon’s funeral occurrual this 
afternoon at 5 o’clock from Bt. Paul's 
church. The Clinch Rifles, the Knights of 
Pythias and the Odd Fellows attended the 
funeral in a body, as did the teachers and 
scholars of the Central grammar school. 
A military salute was fired over the grave.

Being Tried for Murder. 

This trial has excited a great deal of 
interest, and a large crowd were assem- 
bled in the courtroom when the case was 
called. Young Jesse Dickens is charged 
with murdering Arnold Schanitsky at Hen- 


“ry Pate’s house, near the Augusta factory, 


on the night of December $1, 1892. Dick- 
ens ran away to Hancock county immedi- 
ately after the murder, and was not cap- 
tured until last December, just one year to 
a day, after the murder had been commit- 
ted. The defendant is represented in the 
trial by Messrs. M. P. Foster and D. G. 
Fogarty. Solicitor Davis manages the 
state’s side of the case. Dickens’s aged 
mother an@ sister were preset today. The 
state’s most important witness was Joe 
Singleton. He and Scharnitsky were friends 
and he went to Pate’s house with Scharnit- 
sky on the night of the killing. They had 
no intention of going to that house when 
they left home, but they saw that a party 
or something of the kind was going on 
there, so they concluded to go in and look 
on. While they were in front of the house 
some one passed and asked Scharnitsky to 
take some handbills in the house for him 
and give them to the people in there. 

Miss Jennie Craig, who was at the raf- 
fle at Pate’s house that night, testified that 
she saw Scharnitsky distributing handbills. 
She saw him give one to a young lady and 
heard him tell the young lady that he 
would give her $2 for her vote. Dickens, 
who was standing by, said with an oath: 
“You haven't got $2; if you had it you would 
not give it to anybody.’ Schar- 
nitsky then said that he was 
a gentleman and did not curse 
before ladies, and he turned and left the 
room. He was followed by Dickens, She 
did not see the fight. The plea of Dickens 
is self-defense, claiming that Scharnitsky 
struck him before he used his knife. 

Annie Bee Henry, the year-old-daughter 
of Mrs. Edward Henry, who was terribly 
burned last afternoon while playing with 
fire, died at ll o’clock this morning.

MU RDER AND SUICIDE. 


Two Deck Hands on a River Steamer 
Fight and Die. 

Rome, Ga., May 7—Special.)—A ‘negro 
deck hand on the steamer Resaca brained a 
fellow worker yesterday, and then leaped 
into the Coosa and was drowned. The 
steamboat men are sure he did not escape, 
and say it was a case of murder and sui- 
cide. The Resaca, with Captain George 
Magruder in sommand was coming towards 
Rome, and when twenty miles below the 
city, the cry of “man overboard” aroused 
the drowsy crew. 

Captain Magruder ordered the life boat 
out. The steamer’s engines were reversed 
and a crew jumped*in the boat and rowed 
towards the spot where an old negro named 
Jack Camp was seen to be swimming aim- 
lessly about. But before the men could 
reach him he sank beneath the water and 
did not rise again. Then it was seen that 
the water where he sank was crimson with 
blood, and this was the first intimation of 
toul play. 

Perceiving that further search would be 
useless the crew came aboard the Resaca, 
and reported to Captain Magruder what 
they had seen. He commenced investigat- 
ing at once, and as ne and the entire crew 
stood discussing the matter, Sam Flourney, 
one of the negro deck hands edged away 
from them and went into the engine room. 
This aroused Captain Magruder’s suspi- 
cions and he walked up to the negro and 
caught hold of his sleeve and said: 

“Sam, come above deck with me.” 

Without a word the negro jerked loose 
and jumped into the river. He had both 
hands in his pocket, but as he jumped he 
took one hand out, but never made the 
slightest effort to save himselt. Ihe boat 
was again shoved off, but the man was seen 
only once again, and he was then with his 
head beneath the water trying to dive. 

Seeing that he could do nothing Captain 
Magruder commenced to ask his crew ques- 
tions, and at last Joe Harris came forward 
and made the following statement in sub- 
stance: 

“Camp and Flourney were sitting on a 
nile of oak timber, and seemed to be in 
friendly conversation. I did not pay much 
attention to them, but finally I saw Flour- 
ney jump down, grab a plow handle and 
—— Camp across the head with all his 
powe 

“Camp fell forward into the river, and I 
commenced to cry ‘man overboard!’ ” 

Blood and brains were found on the deck 
where the negro fell when struck. 

Captain Magruder cannot account for 
Flourney’s deed, but thinks it suicide.

The First Lodge of the State Was Or- 
ganized in Atlanta-—The Insurance

The grand lodge of the Ancient Order of 
United Workmen, embracing the states of 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, J lorida, 
North and South Carolina, will conveue in 
regular bi-annual session in Atlanta tomor- 
row. 

The convention will be held in the Knights 
of Pythias hall, in the Kiser building, and 
will be presided over by Grand Master 
Workman J: E. Breageale, of Anderson, 5. 
C., who will reach the city today. 

The order will be in session two or three 
days, and in addition to the election of ofh- 
cers for the ensuing term a great deal of 
important business will be transacted. 

There are about 100 members of the order 
in Atlanta and four lodges. Frominent 
among the members are wey ek John B. 
Goodwin and Judge J. A. Anderson. 

The visitors will be ,welcomed in behalf 
of the city by Mayor Goodwin, and Judge 
Anderson will welcome them in behalf cf 
the local lodges. 

This is the seventeenth bi-annual session 
and about 100 delegates will be in attend- 
ance. 

Among the grand lodge offizers who have 
already arrived are Mr. W. lV’. Sheam, of 
Savannah, grand recorder; Mr. Joseph Ichr- 
lich, Albany, Ga., grand recorder, and 
Messrs. W. L. Platt, Augusta; W. H. Gil- 
bert, Albany; J. K. Marshall, Chester, 5b. 
C., of the grand finance committee, and 
Mr. A. Moses, of Sumter, 8S. C., chairman 
of the committee on laws. 

Dr. D. H. Shields, of Hannibal, Mo., su- 
preme master workman of the United 
States and Canada, will be present at the 
convention, and while here will address a 
mass meeting in behalf of the order. 

The Ancient Order of United Workmen is 
a fraternal, charitable, beneficial and be- 
nevoient society or order, organized for the 
promotion of the welfare, social and fra- 
ternal. of its members, and the protection 
of thcse dependent upon them. 

It is the oldest secret society with insur- 
ance features in the United States, and has 
an aggregate membership of 330,00U. Its ob- 
jects are: 

1. To unite white male persons over twen- 
ty-one and under fifty years of age, regard- 
less of nationality, political preferences or 
denominational distinctions, into a fraternal 
brotherhood, the m2mbers of which recog- 
rize and believe in the existence of a su- 
preme being, the creator and preserver of 
the universe. 

2. The adoption of such secret work and 
means of recognition as will enable the 
members to make themselves Known ltl 
each other wherever the order may exist. 

3. To embrace and give equal considera- 
tion to all classes and kinds of labor, men- 
tal and physical; to endeavor to improve 
the moral, intellectual and socia: condition 
of the members, and by wholesome pre- 
cepts and fraternal admonitions to inspire 
a due appreciation of the realities and re- 
sponsibilities of life. 

4. To hold lectures, read essays, discuss 
new inventions and improvements, encour- 
age research in art, science and literature, 
and, when practicable, to establish and 
maintain libraries for the improvement of 
the members. 

5. To create funds in aid of the members 
during sickness or other disability, and gen- 
— to care for the living and bury the 

ead. 

i. ‘Co pledge the members to the payment 
of a stipulated sum to such beneficiary as 
a deceased member may have designated 
while living, under such restrictions and 
upon such conditions as the laws of the or- 
der may prescribe. 

The society is divided into jurisdictions, 
each embracing several states. Each grand 
lodge is a separate beneficiary jurisdiction 
and insures the lives of its members for 

2,000 on a uniform rate of assessment, the 
maximum of which is $29 per annum. The 
various jurisdictions collect and disburse 
the beneficiary fund in their individual ter- 
ritories. 

When the rate of mortality in any par- 
ticular jurisdiction is greater than its max- 
imum rate of assessments will realize the 
deficiency is made up by the several juris- 
dictions comprising the entire order, each 
member paying a pro rata share. 

One of the chief features about this form 
of insurance is its cheapness. Kven the 
humblest workman is enabled through its 
membership to carry insurance on his life. 
The total amount of beneficiary funds dis- 
bursed in the year 1891 was $0,307,588.54; in 
1892, $6,015,020.60. The total amount that 
has been disbursed by the entire order from 
date of organization to January 1, 1893, is 
$44.570,943.89. 

This jurisdiction has a membership of 
2,350. In Georgia alone there are 877 mem- 
bers, 100 of whom are accredited to At- 
lanta. 

To Atlanta also belongs the honor of se- 
curing the first lodge ever organized in 
Georgia. 

Grand Recorder Ehrlich and Mr. Moses, 
the chairman of the committee on laws, 
have pleasant apartments at the Kimball. 
They are great admirers of Atlanta, and 
think that the approaching convention will 
materially strengthen the local lodges.

It will be recollected that the professor 
early in the year predicted that there 
would be a terrible earthquake in Greece 
on April 20th. The convulsion came on 
time, and 400 people were killed, while 
thousands were rendered homeless. 

According to The New York Herald 
the new prophet is a scientist of high 
standing. His success in foretelling 
earthquakes will cause people to take 
a good deal of interest in his prediction 
of a tidal wave that will overwhelm 
New York in July or August. If such 
a calamity should occur it would have 
a far-reaching effect upon this country. 
The destruction of New York with its 
concentrated wealth would transfer the 
financial center elsewhere, and southern 
ports would doubtless leap into promi- 
nence in a very short time. 

Of course, Professor Falb may have 
made two lucky guesses by accident, and 
New York may her threatened 
doom. Still, it is a well-known fact that 
the coast of New Jersey has been gradu- 
ally sinking for the past one hundred 
years, and it is possible that it will sooner 
or later be swallowed by the ocean. In 
that event, New York would probably 
go down at the same time. But it is not 
likely that the bulletins from Vienna will 
depress the price of metropolitan real 
estate or cause a wholesale exodus. The 
average New Yorker will have to be 
shaken up pretty roughly before he will 
abandon his property. 
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England and the Silver Question. 

The question of international bimetal- 
lism presents some peculiarly interest- 
ing features. It is a question on which 
a good deal of light may be shed by those 
who have hid their goldbug principles be- 
hind it, or by those who are employing 
it to shield the Cleveland administra- 
tion from the just indignation of the 
public. As the matter stands, there are 
a great many dark places in the project 
that need illuminating. ; 

It is not by any means a new question. 
It has been considered and discussed 
from all possible points of view. Never- 
theless, at this moment and by the light 
of current events, it assumes an entirely 
new aspect. It becomes interesting by 
reason of the mystery that is thrown 
around it. We, therefore, appeal to the 
financial tories who are making much 
of international bimetallism to give the 
people a clear idea of the scheme. 

About what time are we to expect re- 
lief from that source? Every interest 
in the country is in a crippled condition 
and growing worse and worse. It 
absolutely essential, then, if the Euro- 
pean Shylocks are to dictate our financial 
laws and fix our currency system to suit 
themselves, to know when the event is 
to oceur. 

But this is not all. There is another 
question that is still more important. In 
the nature of things, it may happen that 
England will not agree to surrender the 
advantages she now has—that her rul- 
ing class will not consent to forego the 
golden profits that are now flowing into 
their pockets. What then? The Ameri- 
can tories say that there is no possible 
way to restore silver as a part of our 
money standard except by international 
agreement. Are we to conclude that if 
England fails to recede from a position 
which she has firmly held for years, or 
refuses to change conditions that she 
has been striving for half a century to 
bring about, we are to accept these con- 
ditions and suffer the attendant and in- 
evitable losses, merely because the finan- 
cial tories have assumed that the United 
States cannot open their mints to the 
free coinage of silver? 

England’s first official reply to the 
petitions of the bimetallists, since the 
administration at Washington adopted 
John Sherman’s financial policy, is a 
contemptuous one. 
been kicked out of court. The house of 
commons refused to discuss it. There 
is no longer any concealment fn the mat- 
ter. There is no longer,any reason why 
England should have any _ econceal- 
ment in‘the matter. There is no 
longer any reason why British 
interests should pretend to be anx- 
ious to increase the use of silver as 
a money metal or to restore its money 
functions. Having made tremendous 
sacrifices of its own in India, in order 
to drive the United States to the single 
gold standard, there is no longer any 
reason why the house of commons or 
any other department of the government 
should engage in an effort to deceive us. 
Consequently, when the question of bi- 
metallism is presented for discussion in 
the house—the “faithful commons,” more 
faithful to the ruling class than to the 
people, incontinently kicks it out and re- 
fuses to consider it. 

We should think that this action of the 
commons would put a very large flea in 
the ear of those who pretend to believe 
that England is about to surrender the 
fruits of the victory it has won. at the 
expense of much conspiring and maneu- 
vering. At any rate, the event that has 
just occurred in the house of commons 
ought to open the eyes of our own peo- 
ple to the futility of any hope or belief 
that England is likely to make any move 
that will divert from her coffers the con- 
Stantly increasing treasure that the sin- 
gle gold standard is pouring into them. 

Whatever the American tories may say 
—whatever pretenses the adherents of 
John Sherman’s financial policy may 
put forward—the fact remains that the 
constantly increasing value of gold is 
making England richer. Her home in- 
terests are infinitely more powerful and 
important than her colonial interests, 
and it is her fixed and unalterable policy 
to sacrifice the latter to the former when- 
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issue ?

policy. Under the stimulus of the single 
silver standard the manufacturing in- 
terests of India were rapidly taking 
away from Lancashire the rich trade of 
the east. The appreciation. of gold was 
a premium to the Indian manufacturers, 
and enabled them to undersell Lan- 
cashire in China and the markets of the 
eust to just the extent of the difference 
between the value of gold and silver. 

Iingland did not hesitate to sacrifice 
her Indian interests to those of Lan- 
cashire, particularly when the policy she 
adopted was likely to influence the 
United States in repealing the Sherman 
law. She closed the government mints 
in India to silver, and, in effect, placed 
the currency system of that country on 
the gold standard—precipitated the sil- 
ver panic that wrought ruin in this coun- 
try last summer and sat herself down to 
the enjoyment of securing our cotton 
and wheat at half price. 

In the face of all this there are men 
among us who pretend to believe, and 
are trying to make the people believe, 
that England is now getting ready to 
surrender the immense advantages she 
has acquired by conspiracy, by diplo- 
macy and by the sacrifice of important 
interests in India. There are Ameri- 
can tories who insist that this republic, 
which was powerful enough more than 
a hundred years ago to conquer England 
by land and sea, is not now able to put 
in operation and maintain a currency 
system fitted to the needs of its people 
and to the interests of its trade and com- 
meree. There are professed bimetalists 
who pretend that this republic, more pow- 
erful in every way than England and con- 
tinental Europe combined, must rest in 
depression and despair until England 
shall be generous enough to give the sig- 
nal of relief by graciously permitting 
Americans to enlarge their money basis. 
And this act of benevolence’ is to be 
performed only when England concludes 
to present to the rest of the world the 
trifling sum of $500,000,000 a vear, which 
represents the profits that aecrue to 
Great Britain’s ruling class as the re- 
sult of the demonetization of silver. 

When will itngland get ready to per- 
form this extraordinary feat of inter- 
national benevolence? Some of our tory 
friends pretend not to know, put we 
know the exact day. On the day that 
the czar of Russia abdicates in favor of 
a democratic form of government—on 
the day that Emperor William leads a 
mob of anarchists in the streets of: Ber- 
lin—on that day England will consent 
to the remonetization of silver. 

Compulsory Vaccination. 

Two citizens of Brooklyn who were ar- 
rested for refusing to submit to com- 
pulsory vaccination are making a test 
case, and the result will be awaited with 
interest. The Brooklyn Standard-Union 
Says: 

In giving utterance yesterday to the opin- 
ion that the health board has no power to 
enforce vaccination where the _ subjects 
were unwilling to submit to the operation, 
Judge Gaynor has voiced a sentiment en- 
tertained by a great many intelligent per- 
sons, not only in this city, but elsewhere. 
Thousands of persons who cannot be ac- 
cused of ignorance or disregard of the 
public interests look upon vaccination, or 
the introduction of disease into the system 
with the purpose of Keeping disease out, 
as an experiment at best, and an experi- 
ment that carries with it many unpleasant 
posibilities and dangerous probabilities. 

Judge Gaynor’s opinion was expressed 
in a habeas corpus proceeding, and the 
merits of the case will be passed upon 
by a higher court. 

Counsel for the defendants made the 
point that if the board of health could 
imprison a citizen as long as he refused 
to be vaccinated it could imprison him 
perpetually, and this would be a mon- 
strous stretch of power. In fact, it 
would be just as reasonable to give the 
board the power to doom a man to death 
as to give it the power to perpetually 
imprison. him. 

There are two sides to the, question, 
but the side which is supported by pub- 
lic opinion will win.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Considerable excitement has been caused 
in North Bahar, India, by the fact that all 
the mango trees throughout several dis- 
tricts, have been smeared with a mixture 
of mud and of the hairs of some animal. 
The meaning of the phenomenon and the 
agency by which it has been effected have 
baffied all inquiry. The ignorant peasant- 
ry believe that the vefy sacred temple at 
Janakpur, in Nepaul, has disappeared, and 
that the mud is that of a large tank form- 
ed by its subsidence. The officials are 
puzzled, some considering that the smear- 
ing of the trees is @ secret sign connected 
with the cow protection movement, others 
asserting it to be a means adopted by the 
Brahmins to advertise the Janakpur tem- 
ple and so to attract pilgrims thither. The 
incident is an 6xample of the strange scares 
which occasionally are established among 
the lower classes of natives. It excites 
attention because it and other occurrences 
in North Behar have given rise to a feel- 
ing of unrest, coupled with wild rumors. 
In India it is difficult to determine the ex- 
act significance of popular agitations of 
this kind. As a rule they subside without 
any serious consequences, but the lessons 
of the mutiny are not vet forgotten, and 
the British authorities are said to be mak- 
ing a cautious but thorough investigation. 


Ex-President Harrison left trouble behind 
him at the Stanford university. The stu- 
dents are full of woe, professors are dis- 
turbed and servants are under suspicion.

Toward 
the last of his stay it was discovered that 
some one had stolen wine and cigars from 
the ex-president’s quarters to the value of 
$34, but the guilt could not be placed. So 
the students of Encina’ hall were taxed to 
make good the amount which the stolen 
liquor and cigars cost in order that the 
ex-president’s pocket should not suffer. 
Then followed protest after protest, an@g 
the students became more and more exas- 
perated. The Encina hall committee met 
and decided to return an absolute refusal to 
the demand of $34. But President Jordan 
is a man of resources.

SIORIES FROM THE SOUTH. 


The Larue County, Kentucky, Herald tells 
of a peculiar malady with which a Ken- 
tucky family is affected. Whi.e this malad$ 
is known to be a nervous affection, the na- 
ture does not appear to be widely under- 
stood. There are seven members of the 
family now confined from the effects of the 
disease, and they all show the same sy mp- 
toms. When lirst attacked the person, while 
apparently in good health, becomes almost 
totally blind. In a short time thereafter 
they become speechless, the tongue being 
wholly mactive and the jaws at times be- 
coming locked, attended by severe pain. 
Nervousness then sets up and the patient

dance. ‘The patient, at this stage of the ill- 
ness, loses his mind and has no control over 
his actions, and appears to have a desire 
to bite, not only himself, but others who 
come near him, making it necessary for 
attendants to confine him closely in order 
to prevent damage to the patient and others. 
One of them, a girl, last week bit herself 
on the wrist, and when held to prevent 
further biting, bit her tongue nearly off. 
Only one of them has shown all the symp- 
toms as stated above, but the others are 
advancing with the disease in the same 
manner. As stated, there are seven mem- 
bers of the family affected, and it has been 
thought by the neighbors that it was due 
to poisoning, but this theory is overthrown 
by the fact that there are no indications 
of the family having been poisoned and also 
by the fact that one of the girls was sim- 
ilarly affected some months ago. None of 
them has died, but some of them are pro- 
nounced by the attending physician to be in 
a dangerous condition.

the Country 
BY THE SOUTHERN METHODIST BISHOPS, 


They Do Not Believe in These Money 
Making Beoclesiastical Tourists, Who 
Skim the Cream W hile Others Milk. 


The quadrennial address of the bishop ot 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
makes racy reading. ' 

It first assails the ecclesiastical sluggard 


in this way: 

‘‘How to secure the greatest efficiency of 
our itinerant system is a vital problem. 
Few conferences now suffer from scarcity 
of laborers. The large number annually re- 
commended for admission afford opportuni- 
ty for more careful selection. Reluctance 
is felt to locate, without their consent, well- 
meaning brethren whose .nsufficiency or 
or unacceptability is due to defect of facul- 
ty or of energy; and the difficulty increases 
with their length of service. The probation 
of at least two years before reception into 
full connection is an indispensable means of 
testing and sifting. Put the door should be 

rded against the entrance of unsuitable 
candidates, though it be on trial. With 
full conference and many applicants, it will 
be to the advantage of them and of the 
church to delay admitting those of doubtful 
adaptation to the work, until by prosecuting 
their studies and exercising their gifts in 
the local relation, they shall have developed 
and proved their fitness to begin the intin- 
erant ministry. The genera! diffusion of ed- 
ucation in our day will justify committees 
on thé four years’ course of study in more 
rigid examinations, and in requiring a high- 
er grade of proficiency. An important duty 
of presiding elders is to stimulate and ad- 
vise undergraduates in their studies. 
is no time to relax the Wesleyan rule, 
tract a taste for reading by use, or return 
to your former employment.’ Slucgards 
should be kept out of the pulpit and pas.’ 
torate.’’ 

The Ecclesiastical Tramp.

“Modern evangelism by its rapid develop- 
ment draws to itself more atid more the 
thouzht and, we may say, the solicitude of 
the church.

Our form of Gis- 
cipline defines the mude ef appointment, 
duties and amenabilicry of ail our officers,

the people with the ministry of the word. 
Traveling preechers are assigned by au- 
thority their fields and kinds of service, 
The quarterly, annual or general conference 


inquires into and passes upon the life and > 


official labors of every preacher. Provision 
is made “for carrying the gospel to new 
and destitute places. During the four years 
$521,071.43 was raised for domestic missions, 
Evangelists do not undertake this mission- 
ary work! They visit chiefly the centers 
of population, where Christ is regularly 
preached, and Sunday schools and all the 
means of grace are established; their as- 
sumed function is ta vitalize the ministry 
and church, and to reach the unbelieving 
and indifferent masses. The signal success 
of a few evangelists of burning zeal, effec- 
tive speech and skill in leadership, has 
given great popular favor and impulse te 
the movement. In 1886 the general confer- 
ence was memorialized by two annual con- 
ferences to make provision for. the appoint- 


ment of evangelists, but did not grant the 


request. In 1899 a memorial signed by 


several brethren asked for some plan of ree 
sponsible evangelism. The committee. on ; 


itinerancy reported adversely, but the gen- 
eral conference adjourned without ta

swept over the country like mighty flames 
have never been wanting in our history.

supervision in this special work. Theis 
visits are no longer rare, but periodical, or 
frequent. Though unauthorized and un- 
regulated by the law of any church,.it is 4 
widespread movement, which affects to be 
supplementary te the pastorate. Many 
communities are restless unless they have 
weeks of evangelic meetings yearly, or 
once in two years. Pastors who refuse to 
enter into such an arrangement are sub- 
jected t@ sharp criticism. A notion spreads 
that in order to a wide and mighty uwaken- 
ing evangelists must be employed; that they 
are the only class on whom we can rely te 
rebuke sin fearlessly and to attract the un- 
converted. This state of things evidently 
tends to disparage and weaken the regular 
ministry. Unchecked ft may siak them into 
mere officers of garrisons, to look after the 
walis, stores and daily driil, until the ar 
rival of evangelists to inspire courage and 
enthusiasm, and to plan and lead an active 
campaign. In our judgment the general 
conference acted wisely in refusing to graft 
in our system the office cf evangelist. 
The Only Step Possible. 

The only step that could be takeu in this 
direction, consistently with our general 
economy, would be to authorize the bishop, 
when requested by an annual conference, 
to appoint to evangelistic work, within the 
bounds, for the year one or more of its 
members, with a view to utilize on a widet 
scale their extraordinary gifts as revival- 
ists. Such legislation would not, however, 
of itself restrain irresponsible cvangelists, 
whether of our own or other communions, 
and would produce, we fear, more discon- 
tent and friction than benefit. We do not 
want an order of pastors to Kkcep up a rou- 
tine, and a higher, freer, aud bolder order 
of prophets to bring down fire from hes 
ven. The Holy Spirit moves and qualifies 
the same men to cail sinuers to repentance, 
and to lead belicvers unto perfection. Our 
early itinerants were noted fcr uggressive 
zeal and wisdom to win souls. To seek and 
save the lost was their mission, salvation 
was their one theme; their texts were 
alarms and invitations; they spoke plainly, 
boldly and pointedly they explained and rea- 
soned, but also exhorted; rebuke, warning. 
expostulation and entreaty always closed 
the sermon, and often constituted its bulk; 
they urged immediate and often confession 
of sin, and acception of Christ; they ex- 
pected the power on high, and it came. It 
is well to inquire whether we are losing 
the unction and the fire, and, if so, into 
the causes and the cure. We gladly bear 
witness to the fidelity of the great body of 
our pastors und teachers, and to the seal 
which God has set upon their ministry. 
The large and steady growth of the church 
is the evidence and reward of their labors. 
Nevertheless, our past success is the occa- 
sion of temptations and dangers. The large 
proportion of professed Christians in his 
congregation tempts the shepherd to con- 
tent himself with feeding the flock, and to 
neglect the sheep that are astray and per- 
ishing. Rejoicing in the prosperity of his 
Sunday schooi, he may turn over to that 
agency his own responsibility for the sal- 
vation of the young. As the result of the 
multiplication of stations and small circuits, 
he preaches often to the same people, und 
may seek variety at the expense of stress- 
ing and essential truths of the gospel. Th¢ 
safeguard against such evils is not to trans 
fer the work of soul-starving to a distinct 
Office, but to teach our people a wholesome 
appreciation of the responsibility and value 
of the pastorate, and to urge our itinerants 
to stir up the gift that is in them and make 
full proof of their ministry, The efficiency 
of the regular army is more important thao 
any guerilla warfare, however brilliant.

Ordinary Calhoun Holds That Common 
Law Goes, 


HIS DECISION GIVEN IN FULL. 


Bad Case of Lunacy in Court Yesterday. 
Story of an Attempted Murder 
by a Husband. 


A very interesting case was decided yes- 
terday by Ordinary Calhoun, after a de- 
liberation of a week or more. 

The question disposed of involved the le- 
gality of a marriage by common law—to the 
extent of its validity in the state of Geor- 
gia. The matter grew out of the applica- 
tion of Robert Epps for letters of admin- 
istration upon the estate of Jacob Epps, 
and a caveat filed thereto by Anna Epps, 
who set herself up as the wife of the de- 
ceased by a ceremony Known as a com- 
mon law marriage. Her claims were com- 
batted by Robert Epps, and the result was 
the decision of Ordinary Calhoun, which 
is given in full and verbatim. 

The decision was as follows: 

“In re estate of Robert Epps for Ictters 
of administration and caveat thereto, by 
Anna Epps. Application of Anna Epps for 
twelve months’ support. 

“The power to make marriage by con- 
sent and cohabitation is recognized in this 
State. Kighty-fourth Georgia Reports, p 440. 
Applying this rule to the case before me I 
find that the facts disclosed by the wit- 
nesses do not establish a legal marriage 
between the parties, Jacob Epps and Anna 
Henderson. Of the ten witnesses who w@e 
examined seven testified that after the death 
of his wife, in Athens,. he never married 
again and was not recognized as a married 
man. The remaining three testified that 
they co-habited at the restaurant on Deca- 
tur street, and they thought they were 
man and wife. Two or three witnesses 
stated that Henderson Haygood, the hus- 
band of caveator, was living at the time 
Jacob Epps stayed with her at the restau- 
rant, and that the children, Frank and 
Anna, were born during Haygood’s lifetime. 

“The children did not take the name of 
Epps, but that of Henderson and called 
him Uncle Epps. Jacob kept up his home 
at Summer Hill and Anna Henderson never 
lived with him there; nor did the girl, Anna. 
Jacob, on the occasion of his mother’s funer- 
al, in speaking of caveator, who @#/as pres- 
ent, said she was a bad woman from De-, 
catur street and no relation of his. He never 
recognized Frank as his son, and never 
Claimed caveator as his wife. 

“No contract of marriage between them, 
nor consent to live together as man and 
wife, was proven. To the contrary caveator 
Stated that Epps always intended that the 
relation between them should be legally 
established, but always neglected it. 

“They did not live together for five or six 
years prior to his death, and while they 
were together Epps filed a schedule before 
the ordinary in which he alleged that his 
family consisted alone of his mother and 
sister. From this evidence I am constrained 
to conclude that the co-habitation as shown 
to have existed at the restaurant was illicit, 
and I direct that the caveat be overruled 
and the application for twelve months’ sup- 
port be dismissed. W. L. CALHOUN,

tent to murder, for it was his hand that 
Sent the bullet into his wife’s head and 
made her a maniac forever. The story that 
was developed at the trial was tc the ef- 
fect that Givens was in love with another 
woman and tried to kill his wife to get rid 
of her and marry her rival. He stoutly de- 
Clared his innocence, but was convicted.

When the result of the vote was formally 
announced, President Cabaniss made a short 
speech, returning his thanks to the mem- 
bers of the association for the honor they 
had conferred upon nim. “I appreciate it 
very highly,” said he, ‘‘and sincerely thank 
you. The honor of being at the head of a 
body like the Georgia Press Association 
made up, as it is, of men engaged in the 
glorious work of upbuilding the interests of 
the.state and presenting its resources and 
advantages to the world, is one the impor- 
tance of which I feel and thoroughly ap- 
preciate. 

President Cabaniss’s remark was received 
with hearty applause. He introduced then 
Mr. W. A. Hemphill, who made a short 
speech expressive of his appreciation of his 
being able to be with the boys upon this 
trip, as he knew it was one which he would 
heartily enjoy. He paid a high tribute to 
the Georgia editor, and his remarks were 
heartily applauded.

“Whereas, Said exposition will furnish 
equal opportunity for all the southern states 
and attract to it the best products from all 
the states, and 

‘**‘Whereas, The certainty that Mexico and 
the Central American countries will find it 
to their advantage to be represented, and 
so make the enterprise international as well 
as national, and 

“Whereas, The citizens of Atlanta have 
provided a liberal fund for the inauguration 
of the enterprise, and have asked for aid 
from the congress of the United States, 
therefore, be it 

*““Resolved, By the Georgia Press Associa- 
tion, here assembled: 

“1. That we endorse most heartily the pro- 
posed exposition and its management as 
worthy of the enthusiastic support of the 
entire press and people of this country. 

“2. That we respectfully request the con- 
gress of the United States to make a liber- 
al appropriation for a government building 
and exhibit. 

“3. That we urge upon the press of the 
entire country the importance of bringing 
to the attention of each representative, the 
desire of the commercial bodies of all our 
leading cities and the people everywhere, 
that national aid shall be given this enter- 
prise.”’ .

Preparing for the Convention at Augusta 
May 30th. 


GEORGIA’S DELEGATES APPOINTED 


Governor Northen Sends Out Invitations 
to the Other Southern Governors—He 
Talks About the Convention. 


The interstate immigration convention, 
which is to meet at Augusta on the 30th of 
May, promises to be a very important 
gathering. 

Governor Northen was busy yesterday 
sending out the invitations to the governors 
of the different southern states. He has in- 
vited the governors of Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Terfnessee, 
Kentucky, Arkansas, Missouri, New Mexi- 
co and Arizona to be present with their 
commissioners of agriculture and their com- 
missioners of immigration, and has asked 
each of the governors to appoint three dele- 
gates from the state at large and one from 
each congressional district to attend the 


convention. 

“I very much hope,”’ said the governor 
yesterday afternoon, “that all of the gov- 
ernors will find it in their power to be 
present. The meeting I regard a very im- 
portant one. There is no subject in which 
the people of the south should be more 
interested than this of immigration, and 
the governors of the various southern 
states can, I believe, by acting together, 
acatmplish very important results.”

When théir stocks 
were so depleted in the large crop year 
when August sold at 6.68, they had taken 
660,000 bales more cotton than they have 
this year, so that despite the reported bad 
condition of trade they are in a position to 
secure their stock of cotton on a basis lower 
than at that time. Receipts at Bombay for 
the half week are 23,000 bales, against 37,000 
last year, and this movement is thought 
to confirm the recent reports from India 
that the yield and. shipments would be dis- 
appointing and finally prove less than last 
year. The market closed quiet at about 5 
points. decline from Saturday’s prices and 
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he geo a more settled appearance than it 
as for some time past.

NEW YORK, May 7.—(Special.)—The 
fresh decline in Liverpool had a disheart- 
ening effect here today. August, after 
opening 6 points Jower, at 7.02, weakened 
and touched 7 cents, but the hears found 
that at these prices they had to do pretty 
much all the selling themselves, and pres- 
ently they began very cautiously to cover.

CHICAGO, May 7.—There was not much 
to lay before the traders today but bearish 
news, and that came in such a volume @s 
to discourage almost the most persistent 
bull. The first thing on the list outside ol 
fine weather, was a report from the secre- 
tary of agriculture of Kansas, stating. that 
the crop in that state had not been injured; 
that it had made remarkable headway un- 
der the copious rains and warm sunshine 
of the past month, and that prospects were 
excellent. Next came an immense increase 
on ocean passage of over 200,000 bushels, 
which fully confirms the continued heavy 
shipments from Augustine and the Baltic 
ports.. These two items were sufficient to 
cause considerable selling around the open- 
ing by scalpers who were later joined by 
discouraged holders. Outside markets 
snowed no tendency to higher prices. Clear- 
ances began to come in light and the an- 
ticipated 2,500,000 to 3,000,000 bushels decrease 
in the visible supply showed signs of being 
considerably smaller. Outsiders -ewere out 
of the market and prices revéived no sup- 
port except on buying at a decline by shorts. 
The final visible figures were disappointing, 
making the decrease only 1,427,000 busheis. 
Total clearances aggregated 300,000 bushels, 
and closing cables from Paris quoted the 
market very weak. The bears sum the 
whole situation in a nutshelll and say: 
“A 65,000,000 visible supply, 4,500.000 afloat 
and a new crop in sight within sixty days, 
is not very encouraging to higher prices.” 

Corn was weak in sympathy with wheat. 
There was a decrease on passage of over a 
million busnels agd a decrease in the visible 
of 2,755,000 bushels.

The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Doily Stockholder. 

To the surprise of the trade at large, 
wheat last week reached the iowest point 
on record, Here the cash option sold at 
60%, cents, July at 62 5-16, December at 67 
11-16. Any One predicting these quotations 
a year ago would have been looked upon as 
more or less demented. Such is the out- 
come, however, of inexorable conditions. 
New competition has sprung up. This 
country no longer controls the wheat mar- 
kets of the world. Last week’s events fur- 
nished abundant evidence of the truth of 
this proposition. The chief factors of 
depression were Russia and Argentine. 
From those countries, notwithstanding pre- 
vailing prices, exports were enormous. At 
the close of the week foreign markets were 
reported depressed on. Russian and Argen- 
tine offers below the American market. 
Again, notwithstanding that prices reached, 
as said, the lowest level ever recorded, ex- 
port business here was quiet. That it was 
so seems incredible. It is plain, therefore, 
that foreigners feel that they are not de- 
pendent on the United States for future 
supplies. Russia has a large surplus; so 
has Argentine. India has not been shipped 
very freely, because wheat is low there, 
and rice high. It is exporting the latter and 
using the wheat for home consumption. 
Shipments of wheat and flour were about 
the same as last week. Nor was there 
any great change in receipts. Of much 
importance in this connection is the state- 
ment that the light movement in the north- 
west, which has attracted so much atten- 
tion, Was due to the labor troubles, The lat- 
ter, so fan as railroad strikes are concerned, 
are now over in the region named, and it 
will be interesting to note the effect upon 
receipts. If, as is claimed, the labor diffi- 
culties restricted them, an increased move- 
ment is inevitable. The government crop re- 
port, to be issued Thursday afternoon, is 
awaited with considerable interest, because 
of the assumption that the last one did not 
reflect the damage supposed to have result- 
ed from the March freeze. A conservative 
house says in this connection: ‘Assuming 
that the percentages then reported were 
about correct; it is probable that the im- 
provement in weather conditions during the 
latter part of April fully offset the unfa- 
vorable influences which prevailed early in 
the month.” 

Naturally there is a great deal of discus- 
sion and argument as to the spring wheat 
acreage. Numerous claims are made that 
the area planted this year will be mugoh 
less than in 1893. The Chicago Tribune at 
the close of the week printed a batch of 
telegrams from North Dakota about seed- 
ing. One of them stated that the acreage 
will be as large as last year and that Rem- 


say county will raise 15,000,000 bushels. This 


is probably an exaggeration. Boiled down 
the dispatches to The Tribune indicated 
that the acreage of North Dakota will be 
10 to 25 per cent less than last year, and 
about one-quarter is still unseeded, It may 
turn out that, as in the case of cotton, 
farmers will find tt difficult to restrict. 
Wheat is the crop of the northwest, as cot- 
ton is the crop of the south. 

Wheat closed irregularly changed from 
last week. Speculators watched the market 
closely, but did ‘littl. Mr. Pardridge in 
Chicago was at times a large seller. His 
great successes on the short side, together 
with his present attitude in the market, 
do not strengthen confidence in any mate- 
rial advance. ,Conservative commission 
brokers say that Wheat should be bought 
on weak spots for rallies. Corn was strong 
most of the week, despite the depression 
in wheat. There is a bull deal in this 
article, with Mr. Schwartz, of Chicago, at 
the head of it. Some comment was caused 
by the statement that this operator had 
abandoned a projected trip to Europe. This 
is taken to mean that he will stay at home 
and run the deal. The outcome in this 
case is simply a question of _ receipts. 
These for months have been enormous—so 
phenomenal, indeed, that it is difficult to 
conceive large supplies in farmers’ hands 
now. If the movement does not increase 
the latter part of May, as it usually does, 
the inference will be that the farmers are 
cleaned out. If they are, Mr. Schwartz, 
with big receipts behind instead of before 
him, will simply walk in. Provisions were 
dull. They should be bought on weak 
spots.

None of the people in that 
ward wanted the crematory, and when the 
general council met yesterday afternoon 
there was a large crowd present to take 
part in the work of the afternoon. The 
fun began when Mr. Campbell, chairman 
of the committee, arose, suying: 

“TIT have here the report of the committee 
on the crematory. - Rather I have two re- 
ports, one a minority, the other a major- 
ity report. The majority report wants the 
crematory located on the dumping grounds, 
while the minority report is against that 
location. The minority report is signed by 
Mr. Camp, of the first wara, and the major- 
ity report is signed by the other members 
of the committee. I ask that the reports 
be read. 

The reports of both committees were read 
and then upon motion the rules were sus- 
pended to hear from citizens from the sec- 
tion of the city which opposes the location 
of the crematory in the dumpifig grounds. 

Captain Reneau, ex-member of the coun- 
cil, was first heard from. He opposed the 
location of the crematory in that section of 
the city, and was followed hy Judge Orr and 
Colonel Spears, who were of the same 
mind and voice.

A petition for a receiver for the Rose 
Whisky Company, involving a partnership 
disagreement and an alleged breach of 
faith, was filed yesterday morning. Yes- 
terday afternoon Mr. Donald Bain, the pc- 
titioner, was appointed receiver. 

The allegations in the petition are very 
sweeping and exceedingly direct, and all 
through make reading of especial interest.

Railroad News from Local Offices and 
Distant Points~Excursions Bringing 
Thousands of People to Atlanta.

The resorts near 
frunswick have already opened and the 
hotels under good management are sending 
out refreshing circulars setting forth the 
charms of the surf and the many attrac- 
tions that abound thereabouts.

tinations of grain consigned to western 
termini of trunk lines; proposed restoration
